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ADVISORY ACTION (CONT.) 

1 . The amendment filed 04/23/2008 under 37 CFR 1 . 1 1 6 in reply to the final rejection has 
been considered but is not deemed to place the application in condition for allowance and will 
not be entered because: 

a. The proposed claim amendment required further considerations and/or search 
(e.g. the added limitation of 'wherein a semiconductor layer of the first transistor 
continues to a semiconductor layer of the second transistor' of claims 1,7, 11, and 23- 
25). 

b. The proposed claim amendments raise the issue of new matter, e.g. the added 
limitation of 'wherein a semiconductor layer of the first transistor continues to a 
semiconductor layer of the second transistor' of claims 1,7, 11, and 23-25. 

c. The proposed claim amendment may necessitate the modification of outstanding 
rejection(s) to address the new limitation, e.g. the added limitation of 'wherein a 
semiconductor layer of the first transistor continues to a semiconductor layer of the 
second transistor' of claims 1,7, 11, and 23-25. 

d. The proposed claim amendment may necessitate the raising of new prior art 
rejections and/or 1 12 issues. 

e. There is no convincing showing under 37 CFR 1 . 1 16(b) why the proposed claim 
amendment was not earlier presented. 

f. Applicant arguments are moot in view of the non-entry of the proposed claim 
amendment.

2. The information disclosure statement (IDS) filed on 04/23/2008 has been reviewed, and 
the references that have been considered are initialed as recorded in PTO-1449 form. In regard 
to the claims filed 1 1/05/2007, the prior art cited in the IDS has been reviewed for nonstatutory 
double patenting issue as discussed in the phone interview on 04/18/2008.
